The next day, while the storm was 
blowing itself out, Wolf Larsen and I 
crammed anatomy and surgery and 
set Mugridge’s ribs.

FAVORS REPEALING 
TAX ON MONEY 
Oklahoma City, Ok., Dec. 27.— One 
of the features in the program of the 
administration leaders for usury leg­ 
islation in the coining session of the 
Legislature is the practical exemp­ 
tion of money from taxation. 
The 
plan is to make a rate on cash and 
credits so low that there will be no 
longer an incentive on the part of 
owners of such to conceal them from 
the tax assessor. 
Experience has shown that it is dif- 
icult to disclose money for taxing 
purposes in this State or elsewhere. 
But the fact that it is taxable makes 
for timidity and tends to increase the 
interest raes. 
The theory that has been advanced 
by Senator Clarence Davis of Sapul­ 
pa and to an extent by Chairman 
Simpson of the House Banking Com­ 
mittee that money ought not to be 
taxed at all seems likely to be adopt­ 
ed by the administration leaders in 
the coming special session. 
To make 
this sort of law a companion to the 
law that is to destroy the Hen in so 
far as mortgages of chattels to se­ 
cure usurious contracts is concerned 
seems to be about the program of the 
administration in this regard.

HARD WINIER DEFORE 
INCOME TAX LAW 


< United Press Correspondence* 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 27.— The 
income tax law is in for a long, hard 
winter. The president, the supreme 
court. Secretary of the Treasury Mc­ 
Adoo and any num ber of committees 
a n d factions in congress have designs 
on the act. It may appear strong and 
well in the spring, it may be crippled 
an d it may be dead. The fate of the 
law and 
of the 
many 
amendments 
which are being planned, rests large­ 
ly upon the supreme court’s decision 
in the five cases pending. Ii the law' 
comes through that ordeal whole, it 
mast still pass into the hands of con­ 
gress. President Wilson wants the 
exemptions of the tax lowbred, and 
the surtax started at a lower fig­ 
u re and increased more rapidly than 
a t present. Secretary McAdoo w'ants 
the rates of taxation on both indi­ 
vidual and corporate incomes increas­ 
ed, the exemptions reduced from $3,- 
000 to $2,000 for single persons and 
from $4,000 to $3,000 for married; 
a n d the surtax started at $10,000 or 
$15,000 instead of 
$20,000. 
Many 
administration men in congress will 
seek to amend the law in conformity 
with these lines. Senator Owen wants 
the tax increased to fifty percent on 
incomes of $50,000 a year and up. 
Republicans are expected to intro­ 
duce bills removing the “collection 
a t the source” feature and possibly 
lightening the surtax. The income tax 
law became effective Oct. 
3, 
1913, 
after a constitutional amendm ent for 
it had been ratified by three fourths 
o f the states. 
Most tax 
authorities 
favored It because it was to be the 
largest trial on this continent of a 
system designed to make tax dodging 
difficult. The administration liked it 
because it brought a revenue of $80- 
000,000 a year. Now' the a d m in istra­ 
tion wants to raise more revenue by 
this means and opponents of income 
taxation want to amend it to raise 
less. The present law' provides an c r ­ 
e n a t i o n up to $3,000 of income for 
single persons and $4,000 for m ar­ 
ried persons. 
One per cent is col­ 
lected on incomes up to $20,000, on 
am ounts between th at and $50,000 
an additional one per cent and fu rth ­ 
e r increases up to six percent on in­ 
comes over $500,000. It is 
this 
In­ 
crease above one percent, the surtax,

1915 REVIEW 
OF THE WAR 


By J. W. T. Mason 


Written for the United Press 
New York, Dec. 27.— Germany bas 
won the overland pathway 
to 
her 
place in the sun, as the close of the 
fighting o! 1915 merges into the sec­ 
ond winter of the European war. But 
the seas still remain shut to the Teu­ 
tons and economic distress and food 
scarcity are exerting a more pronoun­ 
ced pressure for peace in the Central 
Empires than among the other bellig­ 
erent nations. 
The primary cause of the war has 
been lost this year to both of the 
original participants. 
The conflict 
, began over the irreconcilable Balkan 
differences ut 
Russia and Austro- 
Hungary. 
Each pow'er wanted to be 
| supreme 
in 
Southeastern 
Europe. 
The end of the fighting in 1915 finds 
Russia held in check beyond the Bal­ 
kan border, while Austro-Hungary 
is playing a minor military part in 
Serbia under the direction of Mar­ 
shall von Mackensen and the German 
General Staff. 
German influences 
are now dominant in the Balkans. 
The Kaiser has wrested 
the 
first 
prize of the w ar from the Slavs them ­ 
selves, and from his own Southern 
ally as well. 
Bulgaria’s entrance into the con­ 
flict on the side of the Teutons has 
been the year’s most important de- 
velopeuient. 
The military 
conse­ 
quences have followed Bulgaria’s ac­ 
tion, have given to the Germans a 
d eal road from Berlin to Bagdad. 
The Mesopotamian 
Metropolis 
has 
long been marked by German states­ 
men to become the Heflin of the Mid­ 
dle East and the center of Germany's 
place in the sun. 
The year’s events 
having opened for Germany the rear 
entrance into Bagdad, 
the 
Kaiser 
must continue to fight to the point 
of exhaustion for permanent posses­ 
sion of this precious right of way. 
The British fleet can prevent Ger­ 
many from expanding overseas, but 
it cannot block the road to the new 
empire in the East. This is the dom­ 
inant reason for Germany’s interest 
in Bagdad. 
An Anglo-Indian expedition, after 
twelve 
m onth’s 
toil 
northward 
through Mesopotamia from the Per­ 
sian Gulf, is now trying to enter Bag­ 
dad by the froot 
door. 
But 
the 
T u rk s under the German leadership 
have thrust the invaders ninety miles 
to the south of Bagdad, and the city 
at the close of the year remains safe 
tor the Teutons. 
Ne vertheless, d u r­ 
ing the y ear’s fighting, the British 
have captured the Garden of Ede. 
and other territory between the Ti­ 
gris and Euphrates rivers greatly de­ 
sired by the Germans. 
If the Ger­ 
man dream of a Teutonic Empire in 
the Middle East is to come true, the 
district between Bagdad and the Gar­ 
den of Eden, 250 miles to the south, I 
must either be won by a new military 
offensive, or purchased in the peace 
conference after the wrar. 
The military developments of the 
year make it certain that the Russian 
bear will not be able to take his drink 
of warm water at the Persian Gulf; j 
and little less 
than a miracle must 
now happen to give the 
Czar Con- i 
statinople for an outlet to the un ­ 
frozen seas. The British effort to en­ 
ter Constantinople by way of the Gal­ 
lipoli Peninsula has tailed during the 
year, and Great Britian is now re - 
1 
luctant to undertake a second costly 
experiment in southeastern Europe 
for Russia’s sake. 
The 
ease 
with 
which the Teutons and Bulgarians 
have been able to overrun Serbia ap­ 
parently has been due to Great Brit­ 
a in’s disinclination to risk wasting 
her strength in a major Balkan of­ 
fensive. 
The odds all favor the Teu­ 
tonic allies in the Balkans because * 
of their unimpeded lines of commun­ 
ication. 
British interest in the Balkan cam­ 
paign is primarily due to its bearing 
on the security 
of Egypt. 
Lord 
Kitchener’s visit to the Levant du r­ 
ing the latter part of the year and his 
quick return, seem to have created a 
belief in London that Egypt is not 
in any 
immediate 
jeopardy. 
The 
British now apparently have conclud­ 
ed that Egypt can be better defended 
along the Suez Canal than 
in 
the j 
Balkans, 
The advantage of com­ 
munications, which the Germans pos­ 
sess in the Balkans, would pass to 
the British if the Teutons and Turks 
were to attempt 
an 
offensive 
by 
crossing the desert to the east of Suez 
The Russians however, are urgent­ 
ly pressing Great Britain to pursue 
the Balkan campaign. Otherw ise, the 
Czar will probably be the wra r ’s prin­ 
cipal loser. 
His own troops, waiting, 
as the year ends, to invade Bulgaria 
by way of Rumania, can hardly prove 
equal to the task 
unassisted. 
The I 
Teutons, Bulgarians and Turks have 
certainly 700,000 men available for 
Balkan operations 
and 
this 
force I 
might possibly be increased to a mil­ 
lion. 
Unquestionably differences of 
opinion have arisen among the allies I 


during the year because of divergent 
Balkan military policies. 
The con­ 
flicting interest.- have not been re­ 
conciled in detail as the year ends. 
Russii’s defeat on her own soil by 
the combined Austro-Hungarian and 
German offensives this summer was 
not sufficiently decisive to cause the 
Czar to sue for 
a separate 
peace. 
The Grand Duke Nicholas saved the 
tre a te r part or his armies, and a l­ 
though he w'as removed from his com­ 
mand because of the loss of Galicia 
and the Vistula defences, he prevent­ 
ed the Kaiser from compelling 
the 
Czar to surrender. 
The Russian mili­ 
tary failure was followed by the sup­ 
pression of the Duma, the popular 
legislative body, and the Council of 
the Empire, the bureaucratic legisla­ 
tive house. 
The Czar is now govern­ 
ing by fiat as a complete autocrat, re­ 
lying neither on the people them ­ 
selves nor on the bureaucracy. 
The year has seen no change of im­ 
portance along the western battle­ 
front. 
The French in Champagne, 
and the French and British in Artois 
attempted to develop a simultaneous 
m ajor offensive during the last week 
in September, but without success. 
The Germans lost 
a few 
miles 
of 
trenches, but they were able to checl* j 
the enemy before the drives threaten 
ed to compel a general retirement to ­ 
ward the German frontier. 
The re­ 
sult of the costly experiment showed 
that the Teutonic trenches are not 
impregnable, but also revealed the 
fact that the Anglo-French 
general 
.staffs have not solved the problem of 
following up one successful attack 
by another in the face of German a r ­ 
tillery. 
Italy s entrance into th e-w a r this 
year has had disappointing results for 
Great Britain, Russia 
and 
France. 
The Italians, after 
seven 
months' 
fighting have not gained as much ter­ 
ritory as Austria offered to cede last 
spring in exchange for Italy’s benevo­ 
lent neutrality. 
The principal factor 
working against Italian success has 
been the superiority 
which 
trench 
warfare gives to an arm y on the de­ 
fensive. 
The Roman government is 
now' facing serious though subdued 
criticism at home. 
As the year ends, 
there are reports that pressure is be­ 
ing exerted in favor of the return to 
power of the veteran Pro-German ex­ 
premier Giolitti. 
Italy has signed an 
agreement with the other members 
of the Quadruple Entente not to make 
a separate peace, but if Signor Giolit­ 
ti were to be made Prime Minister, he 
would undoubtedly use his influence 
for peace at the earliest moment. 
The financial situation among all 
the belligerents has steadily grown 
more and more serious as the e x - j 
penses of the conflict during the year 
have ceaselessly monuted. 
The total 
daily co;-: of the war is now about 
$8”>,*(00,000, two-thirds of which is 
being paid by the Quadruple Entente, 
and one-third by Germany and her al­ 
lies. 
The British, who have been | 
most lavish in their payments, have 
also been the most sincere in facing 
the critical monetary problems of the 
war. 
Great Britain alone among the 
beligerents has begun to shoulder the 
financial burden of the conflict by ac­ 
cepting large war taxes. 
Elsewhere 
the w*ar is prolonged almost exclu­ 
sively on borrowed 
money. 
It 
is 
probable that the exhaustion of gol- j 
den bullets, and the accompanying 
danger of economic disaster will be 
the principal determining factors in 
bringing the war to an end. 
The food situation in Germany and 
Austro-Hungary, has become more se­ 
rious this year than last, but has not 
grown sufficiently hazardous to com­ 
pel the Teutons to accept peace, 
It 
is a contributing cause, nevertheless, 
to the persistent desire 
for 
peace 
w'hich is more apparent in Germany 
as the year closes than anyw here else. 
A nation which will consent to live 
on half rations indefinitely if its is 
fighting a defensive w*ar, may refuse 
a long curtailment of food if the gov- J 
e m in en t has offensive purposes in

man Minister of Finance, announced, 
also in the Reichstag, that Germany’s 
war expenses would be paid by an in­ 
demnity collected from the 
enemy. 
The year is closing without any dis­ 
avowal from Berlin of Dr Helfferich’s 
intimation of conquest.

LYNCHING 
AVERTED 


NATIONAL GUARD K L EPS M IS- 
KOOLE MOB FROM TAKING 
NFX* RO 


Muskogee, Okla., Dec. 26.— <Spe­ 
cial i— For five hours Sunday night 
state m ilitia with fixed bayonets and 
orders to shoot to kill stood guard 
around the Muskogee 
county 
jail 
while a mob of white men surged 
back and forth in the street but nev­ 
e r with sufficient strength nor de­ 
term ination to force its way into the 
jail to seize and inflict punishm ent 
upon two negroes, Willie Green and 
Forem an Mathis, whom officers de­ 
clare are confessed slayers of Patrol­ 
man Sam Neal of the city police force. 
Neal was killed Sunday morning. 
The end to the strange, weird situ­ 
ation came ait* r the mob, ranging 
in numbers from 2 * * i > 4**0* 
men 
at various hours during the night, 
had been thrice driven back from 
’ii*' jail by lite charges of the mili­ 
tiamen, and the negroes were spirit­ 
ed away in the uniform s of m ilitia 
men, and taken from the city on a 
train, presum ably the Katy, bound 
for the state penitentiary at McAles­ 
ter. 
The most determ ined effort of the 
mob was made at 8:30 o ’clock Sun­ 
day night when a hundred men, arm ­ 
ed with a heavy railroadrail, charged 
through the cordon of troops, swept 
aside the outer guard of arm ed dep­ 
uty sheriffs, and battered down the 
outer doors of the jail. 
But the re­ 
formed lines of troops charged the 
men and at the point 
of 
bayonets 
forced them back into the streets. 
They again charged and again w*ere 
forced back. 
An earlier attack had 
been checked before it was well un­ 
der way. 
Members of Company F, 
Oklahom a National Guard, composed 
the body of troops. 
Mob Search*** Jail and Dis|M*rvc*. 
W hen it became known that the 
negroes, under heavy guard, were 
safely out of the city, the troops were 
w ithdraw n, the mob was perm itted to 
search the jail and it immediately 
afterw ard quietly dispersed. 
The ac­ 
tion m arked the close of one of the 
most excising situations in the His­ 


tory of Oklahoma criminal annals, 
’t came at a time when ra**e feeling 
had reached its highest point, du^ to 
the fact th at a negro 
mob 
of 
20 
arm ed men was hiding in the grsss 
opposite the jail from the mob cf 
whites and a race riot w*as th reaten ­ 
ed. 
The attention of the crowd it is 
believed, was temporarily diverted to 
considering w hat action to take rela­ 
tive to the negro mob at the time the 
men wfere spirited away. 
A taxicab drove up a side street 
w heeled suddenly in front of the jail 
and stopped. 
Several men, among 
them negroes, dressed in the khaki 
uniforms of the militia, and wearing 
heavy m ilitary 
overcoats, 
hurried 
from the jail to the taxi, jum ped in 
and drove rapidly away while the 
mob looked on alm ost 
in 
stupor. 
W hen it recovered, the quarry had 
gone and a lynching had been av ert­ 
ed.
